At frst, fe Geran occupation 
‘orces relused to actvate the racist laws against Jewish cizens of other 
counties for fear of reprisals against German nationals abroad. They. 
quickly discovered no grounds for their concern, however, as the 
western democracies issued no complains jn the lace of the murder о! 
"for Jewish citizens. Thousands of bombers were how nightly by the 
Uniad States and Bran to destroy German cites, but in the death 
houses of Auschwitz. Maidanek, and Trebinka, the inmates searched 
‘ha экв in vain fora single bomb to prevent one furnace from burning 
12000 Jews per day. in nis many leters, Rabbi Wesemandel іт.

‘alo tracks that led o them. For ths purpose. he drew up exact 
plans of ne camps and precisely mapped out the railroad systems:
